A wan- 
dering minstrel sang it in Delhi in 
1858. The Forty-niners made it the 
theme song of the gold rush. 

The original title of “My Old 
Kentucky Home” was “Poor, Uncle 
Tom, Good Night,” and Foster’s cur- 
rent interpreter attriLutes this to 
the appearance at the tinie of Har- 
riet Beecher Stowe’s book. “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin.”. The iast line of each 
verse was “poor Uncle Tom, good- 
night,” in Foster’s manuscript book. 
Kentucky, however, makes an- 
other story af..it. The ancestral 
home of Judge John Rowan, one of 
Foster’s cousins, at Bardstown, Ky., 
was purchased for $65,000 by pri- 
vate citizens in 1922 and presented 
to the state as the Kentucky home 
of which Foster sang, 

Legend is. that Foster, while on a 
visit there, seated himself at the. 
prim, spindle-legged mahogany desk 
in the hall, dashed off the song in 
an agony of inspiration, tried it out 
in a deep booming bass voice. 


Neighbors also point to a window 
out which Stephen looked, they say, 
at the grave of old Judge Rowan, 
Saw negroes weeping, wrote “Mas- 
sa's in the Cold, Cold Ground.” 

Foster, born July 4, 1826, died 
January 13, 1864. He.and his wife 
separated twice. He went to New 
York, was reduced to penury, and 
ended in Bellevue hospital. On him 
when he was brought in was 88 
cents and a slip of paper with five 
penciled words upon. It, “Dear 
Friends and Gentle Hearts,” pos. 
sibly the title of another song.

Early Bureaus
